Earthquake-damaged Monastery may be razed

Long a landmark for Sierra Madre is the Monastery 
building located on a mesa at the north end of Sunny- 
side Ave. Behind this building is the Mater Dolorosa 
Retreat Center with both buildings administered by 
the Passionist Community of priests and brothers. 

The Monastery’s original building, which was 
completed in 1931, was seriously damaged in the June 
28, 1991 earthquake. It has been declared unsafe and 
is no longer occupied. Some of the Passionists have 
taken residence in other places. 

The Retreat Center, built in 1949 when expan¬ 
sion was necessary due to the greater number of peo¬ 
ple making retreats, was not damaged and continues 
to function as a very viable place. 

The Very Rev. Clemente Barron, C.P., Superior 
of the property, has applied to the city for a demoli- 


ion permit to raze the Monastery building. Because 
of the historical significance of the building, the Sierra 
Madre Cultural Heritage Commission must first 
make a recommendation to the City Council before 
the council can make the decision for demolition. 

The number of priests and brothers in the Pas¬ 
sionist Community has grown smaller and smaller 
over the years and they no longer have use for the 
Monastery. The building also needs to be improved 
and updated. 

A letter has been received by the CHC from 
Father Michael Joseph Stengel, C.P., the Provincial 
Superior in Chicago, who has the ultimate authority 
to make the decision to raze this building. 

In his letter to the Commission he states, “The 
building no longer serves our purpose as missionaries. 
If someone would give us $10 million so that we could 


restore the Monastery, we would not accept it since 
we do not have the priests and brothers to go out on 
missions of service.’’ 

He also told of withdrawing another mission 
located at Southern Illinois University, and because 
of their shortage of priests and brothers, are also con¬ 
sidering the closing of another large Monastery in 
either Detroit, Mich, or Louisville, Ky. 

The request for demolition only applies to the 
Monastery. Father Arthur Carillo, who heads the 
Retreat Center, says their purpose is to continue this 
center and to provide an environment for retreatants. 
If the Monastery is torn down he feels they could 
create an even better environment. They could in¬ 
crease their landscaped area and provide more areas 
of beauty and for meditation.

Miscellaneous information about 
Sierra Madre follows: 

The date of incorporation was on 
Feb. 2, 1907. The town is a general law 
city which means it is run by a City Coun¬ 
cil and an administrator. 

The area? Three point 06 square 
miles. There are 34.6 miles of streets. 

The city comprises the Municipal 
Water District with 3646 consumers 
and an average of 2.5 million gallons 
used daily. There are 43 miles of water 
mains. 

Four city parks are included with¬ 
in the confines of Sierra Madre. There 
are 18 miles of sanitary sewers. 

The population noted in the last 
census was 10,810. Business licenses 
issued in 1990 stood at 1602. 

Southern California Edison is the 
electric utility and Southern California 
Gas Co. is the gas utility. 

City administrator is James McRea 
and the assistant administrator is Sean 
Joyce. 

Nancy Shollenberger is city clerk 
and Douglas Berkshire is city treasurer. 

Mayor is Dr. Gary Adams and 
mayor pro tern is Clem Bartolai.

Carrot Top revisited... 

By R. Robert Evans 


The following is a continuation of the history 
of the Sierra Madre News and newspaper history 
in general. Ed. 

Even though there W 2 is a war going on, the 
newspaper seemed to grow and grow during the 
1950s and it was in the latter part of these years 
that an addition was built at the rear of No. 9 
Kersting Court and a four-page letterpress was 
purchased and installed. This was another giant 
step for the publication as before this time it was 
printed on a two-page press which now would 
become half the work time as the old press. Meh- 
lie was the trade name of the press. 

Also in the 1950s, the publication almost 
went belly up. I do not know who the editor 
and publisher was at that time, but such names 
as Ward, Eldridge and several others tried their 
hand in keeping it afloat. Finally the business 
was taken over by a local bookkeeper by the 
name of Jenkins and Sewell Clark. I think Jen¬ 
kins’ first name was Edward. Anyway, they 
plugged along until it was sold to Ed Herwig and 
his wife in 1958. 

Prior to these two taking over the publica¬ 
tion of the newspaper, a man known as Eldridge 
was the editor/publisher. Here was a man who 
was working for the future. He changed the 


politics of the newspaper to Democratic and did 
the correct amount of favors for Washington 
that he was appointed Ambassador to New_ Zea¬ 
land. After he left, the politics remained the 
same until it was purchased by Ed Herwig in 1958. 

Salaries and profits from the newspaper 
business has never been on the high side of in¬ 
come until about 1950 when the Congress of the 
United States declared “printing” as a profession 
and its workers professionals, the same as attomies, 
plumbers, electricians and so forth. 

In the early 1900s salaries for printers and 
typographical men were 25 cents per hour and 
they worked 48 to 60 hours per week. Later on 
after World War 1, salaries in this field generally 
ran $15 per week for a top printer to $1 a week 
for the printer’s devil. 

I remember the first newspaper that 1 owned 
in the state of Washington, that 1 paid my top 
printer $19.20 per week and this was for 48 hours. 
Of course, they became unionized, and 1 do not 
know the year, and the wages started to spiral up. 

In 1960 the salaries of top grade men was 
around $125 per week and this was trimmed down 
to 40 hours and early 1960 to 37'/ 2 -hour work 
week with time and a half for overtime.

The produaion of "Out 
of the Frying Pan” by 
Frands Swann at the West 
Covina Playhouse is billed 
as a “comedy farce,” As 
opposed to what? A tragedy 
farce? The play bears all 
the marks of the tradition¬ 
al “high school play” - 
lots of characters, several 
eccentric older characters, 
a modicum of romance 
and lots of sure-fire, slap¬ 
stick-type laugh getters. 

The plot: Six young 
would-be actors share an 
apartment in New York, 
quite platonically. while 
they search for employ¬ 
ment. The apartment 
actually belongs to one 
of them. Dottie. whose 
father in Boston finances 
it. This apartment, scruffy 
as it is, is directly over 
the apartment of a suc¬ 
cessful Broadway produc¬ 
er, but its construction 
is so flimsy that there are 
knotholes in the floor that 
allow the actors to spy 
upon the producer. Evi¬ 
dently the knotholes do 
not carry sound. 

The Actors are busily 
rehearsing their version 
of a play that the producer 
is currently staging on 


Broadway, and they arc 
trying to figure out how 
to get the producer to sec 
their show and admire 
their expertise. A stiff 
and snobbish friend of 
Dottie’s shows up in the 
middle of rehearsal and 
is dumbfounded. She 
forgets to mention that 
Dottie’s father is about 
to visit, so that when the 
actors get wind of it, they 
have only a few minutes 
to move the three young 
men out of the apartment 
so as not to shock Daddy.

Fire sprinklers save life 
in recent experience 


By Barry Spriggs, In¬

On Wednesday, June 
3, a fire began in a kitchen 
of a fully sprinklered home 
in Sierra Madre. The resi¬ 
dent was awakened by the 
sound of water rushing 
through the pipes in her 
house. Opening the door 
of her room, she noticed 
the house was full of smoke 
and ran downstairs to see 
water rushing out of a 
sprinkler head located in 
the kitchen. The stove 
and the cabinets were on 
fire. 

She quickly called 911 
and by the time she had 


finished talking, the fire 
had been extinguished by 
the one sprinkler head ac¬ 
tivated. 

When the first unit 
from the Fire Department 
arrived, the firefighter 
noticed the house was full 
of smoke and water run¬ 
ning from the sprinkler 
head. But the fire was 
out. The firefighter pro¬ 
ceeded to shut off the 
water to the house, mini¬ 
mizing water damage. 
The next arriving units 
treated the woman for 
smoke inhalation. They 
removed the smoke from 
the house using blowers 
and removed water from

the kitchen floor. 

One sprinkler head had 
extinguished the fire. 

The damage from the 
fire itself was limited to the 
stovetop and cabinets. 
Water damage was mini¬ 
mal. 

Residential fire sprinklers 
save lives. In this case, 
along with alerting the 
occupant and getting her 
out of the house, the fire 
was also extinguished. 
Fire sprinklers provide 
24-hour protection of a 
building in case a fire 
breaks out. If no sprinklers 
were present in this home, 
the fire could have posed 
great danger to the worn- 
man’s life and property 
damage would have been 
much greater. 

Without sprinklers, the 
dollar loss from this fire 
would have exceeded the 
cost of installing a resi¬ 
dential fire sprinkler system.

in men’s hearts, nor to 
abolish the system of na¬ 
tional autonomy so essen¬ 
tial if the evils of excessive 
centralization are to be 
avoided It does not ig¬ 
nore, nor does it attempt 
to suppress, the diversity 
of ethnical origins, of cli¬ 
mate, of history, of lan¬ 
guage and tradition, of 
thought and habit, that 
differentiate the peoples 
and nations of the world. 
It calls for a wider loyalty, 
for a larger aspiration 
than any that has animated 
the human race. It insists 
upon the subordination of 
national impulses and in¬ 
terests to the imperative 
claims of a unified world. 
It repudiates excessive cen¬ 
tralization on one hand, 
and disclaims all attempts 
at uniformity on the other. 
Its watchword is 
diversity....” ‘ ■*

Budget hearings are planned for next Tuesday’s 
adjourned meeting, Tuesday, June 16, beginning at 
6 p.m. when the public library will be discussed first. 

At 6:45 p.m. that evening, the Volunteer Fire 
Department will be under discussion and at 7:30 p.m..

Mayor Gary Adams announced at Tuesday eve¬ 
ning’s City Council meeting that the state is discuss¬ 
ing probably taking the $2.8 billion in property taxes 
that “normally flow back to the cities” and holding 
$900 million in vehicular fees back.

The CHC has met with the priests, also a com¬ 
mittee that has been studying the problem, and they 
have toured the Monastery twice. They feel strongly 
this is an important historical building and contributes 
to the environment of the community of Sierra Madre. 

The beautiful structure is of California Mission 
design with 45,000 sq. ft. and is three stories high. It 
also has a bell tower. 

The Commission feels that the building should 
be saved and given another use. A retirement center, 
for example, has been suggested. There are 85 acres 
of land there. As people are living longer there is no 
such facility for people here in Sierra Madre to move 
into as they get older. They must move out of the 
community. 

Much study and soul-searching has been done 


great shortage of priests and brothers. They feel the 
building is too valuable to be razed, and that if possible, 
every consideration should be given to save it and find 
another way to use the building. 

Although the Monastery has construction so ; 
common before the 1933 Long Beach quake, it does 
have much structural damage. However, it is built 
on a strong concrete foundation. On the first floor 
there is a chapel on the west end (which was first 
damaged in the October 1987 Whittier quake), a dining 
room and kitchen facility. The two upper floors 
are mainly living quarters.

A letter signed by nine 
former Arcadia mayors 
has been sent to each Arca¬ 
dia household with a reg¬ 
istered voter to explain 
some legal issues surround¬ 
ing the recent retirement 
of George Watts as city 
manager. 

According to the city 
charter, a city manager 
cannot be removed for 
135 days after a city coun-, 
cil election. “Yet exactly 
three weeks after the elec¬ 
tion, four of the present 
Councilmen (George 
Fasching, Joe Ciraulo, 
Dennis Lojeski and Bob 
Margett) voted to ask 
George Watts for his resig¬ 
nation.” the letter reports. 


Mike Ferguson, presi¬ 
dent of the Highland Oaks 
Homeowners’ Association, 
led a group of speakers 
who expressed concerns 
regarding Wilderness 
Park at last week’s meet¬ 
ing of the Arcadia City 
Council. In what appeared 
to be a public hearing 
rather than the presenta¬ 
tion which was indicated 
on the council agenda, 
speakers urged the coun¬ 
cil to approve a toll sta¬ 
tion at the park, which is 
located in the foothills in 
the northeast portion of 
Arcadia. 

Ferguson compared 
Wilderness Park to Mon¬ 
rovia’s Canyon Park, where 
park users pay a fee and 
receive literature about 
the facility. He said that 
because people who use 
the park, particularly on 
weekends, drive careless¬ 
ly and use alcohol and 
other substances while at 
the park, something needs 
to be done to prevent 
“something bad from hap¬ 
pening.” 

Other speakers urged 
the council to consider a 
fee for non-residents.

As a youngster, Hwang 
reports that he was often 
plagued by the effects of 
asthma, which prevented 
him from participating in 
many outdoor activities. 
He often would go to the 
hospital where doctors 
would give him a shot and 
he would soon feel better. 
“I’ve admired doctors’ 
ability to help people when 
they are sick, and I want 
to put my education to a 
good use, helping others.”

Hwang already has had 
an opportunity to parti¬ 
cipate in the medical arena. 


He was the only student 
selected to work on a 
group project seeking to 
find an inhibitor which 
could be used as an anti¬ 
coagulant. The result of 
the work, a paper entitled 
“Clinical Pharmacology,” 
will be printed within the 
next few months. 

In his spare time, Hwang 
likes to play the piano 
and baseball and “dabble” 
with computers. He has 
outgrown the asthma and 
was able to letter on the 
junior varsity water polo 
team. He wrote in his 
senior data sheet, “My 
season with the J.V. water 
polo team may have seemed 
trivial to many of my 
teammates, but it had great 
significance in my life - it 
proved to me that 1 could 
accomplish anything if 
1 worked hard enough.” 

As a sophomore at AHS, 
he was the founding pres¬ 
ident of the Future Phy¬ 
sicians Club and later 
was secretary for the Scale 
Modeling Club. He also 
participated on the Science 
Olympiad team with the 
Biology Club. 

The valedictorian is the 
son of David, who is a 
biochemist with Endocrine 
Sciences, and Susan, who 
is a medical lab technician 
at Lincoln Hospital in 
Los Angeles. Ten years 
ago they moved to Arcadia 
from Tennessee and Nebras¬ 
ka, where Jason was bom.

AHS senior killed in auto 
accident before graduation 


Just nine days before 
she was to graduate from 
Arcadia High School, 17- 
year-old Angie Zamorano 
was killed in an automo¬ 
bile accident at the comer 
of Santa Anita and San¬ 
ta Clara. 

Shortly after noon on 
Wednesday, June 3, she 
was a passenger in a Ford 
Escort driven by fellow 
classmate, Angie Valen¬ 
zuela, and they headed 
north on a green light 
through the intersection. 
Their car, with graduation 
announcements in the 
back seat and a prom 
garter hanging from the 
rear view mirror, was 
struck by a van driven by 
Debra Cambell, a 38-year- 
old resident of Duarte, as 
she was attempting to 
make a left turn onto 
Santa Clara. 

Valenzuela’s vehicle skid 
into the northeast corner 
of the intersection where 
it struck the curb and con¬ 
tinued into the traffic 
signal pole, killing the 
passenger. 

Valenzuela received 
minor injuries and was 
transported to Methodist 
Hospital; however, she 
was able to return to 
school by Friday. 

Zamorano, who had 
lettered in swimming as a 
sophomore, tutored ele¬ 
mentary school children 
in mathematics and En¬ 
glish. She planned to go 
to Cal State University, 
San Bernardino to major 
in business administration 
in preparation for a career 
as a stock broker. 


According to Capt. Rick 
Sandona of the Arcadia 
Police Department, the 
Valenzuela-driven car 
was hit at exactly the 
right (or wrong) spot to 
push it at exactly the 
right speed and angle for 
it to jump the curb and 
to cause the car to collide 
with the pole. If either 
driver had been delayed 
a second longer in reach¬ 
ing that intersection, the 
accident probably wouldn’t 
have been worthy of a news- 
paper story, Sandona 
added. 

He also said that there 
was no reason to believe 
that anyone was speeding 
in the accident, and that 
the van driver said that 


she proceeded through 
the intersection on what 
she thought was a green 
arrow. 

A slide presentation 
with the playing of Zam- 
orano’s favorite song, a 
Boys II Man playing of 
“It’s So Hard to Say 
Good-Bye” was a part of 
Sunday’s baccalaureate 
service for Arcadia High 
seniors. The program 
was dedicated to Zamorano, 
whose services were held 
on Tuesday. 

The accident case has 
been sent to the district 
attorney’s office for re¬ 
view and possible charges 
against Cambell, accord¬ 
ing to Sandona.
